‘Emotional Steam

OR some years some of the 


no-spanking propagandists 


have been propagating a ; 


curious and dangerous philo- 
sophy something like this: it’s 
all right for you-as a parent to 
blow up now and then at your 
child, even to whack him when 
you do, though you must never 
deliberately Iny ithe hand on 4 
child, oven a tot, to restrain 
him. So to oxplode gives the 
parent desirable emotional re- 
Hof; lets off steam. In other 
words, never spank a child un- 
less you lose your temper. So 
they say. 


How very dangerous such doctrine 
Is. It is | seized upon by some 
parents to justify the worst bar- 
barlsm In them. 


‘A NEW TWIST 


The other day I heard on a radio 
programme n new twist given to this 
doctrine, somewhat as follows: You 
must occasionally show strong anger 
to the child lest he suppose you do 
not love him, Episodes, in the ex- 
periences of a ‘spoiled boy seven 
yeara old were skillfully dramatised 
in this programme, Following each 
eplsode the commentator presented 
the foregolng philosophy ‘“explain- 
Ing” that the youngster became such 
‘a rpolled child because his parents 
did not get angry at him = strongly 
and often enough to assure the lad 
they really loved him, Yet In every . 
dramatised episode there was 
obvious evidence of lots of very 
_\ strong anger in the parents. 


The child was pictured as born in 
a homo of two sisters presumably In 
their teens, to a father fifty and a 


‘ ‘ 
| mother somewhat younger. The 
{ youngster was o kind of toy for their 


+ amusement, denied nothing. 


When he begged for candy he was 
at first given {t grudgingly til the 
child's violent demands made them 
surrender. One time when | con- 
siderably older, the youngster sald 
he was going fo open his presefits 
in the morning, meant for his birth- 
day party in the afternoon. And he 
dld, Not liking the train he got -he 
demanded and recelved o better one. 
When he took a notion to have a 
bicycle hls parents explained he was 
not old enough {o use onc safely; 
but he got it, . : 


SELF-CONTROL 


Promising to take care of 9 puppy, 
he recelved one, but beat {it to death. 
Later when the father blew up over 
another Incident, he locked the boy 
Ina room, After half an hour they 
discovered he had made a dangerous 
escape through the window, More 
angry, the father whipped the boy. 
The’ commentator justified — this 
whipping and said the problem was 
solved os soon as the father got 
“since' his explosive 
to the boy his parents 

1 


' mad enough, 
anger proved 
loved him.” 


In contrast with such doctrine 1 
have consistently maintained that 
there {4s no pluce for explosive 
angers In good parenthood; that self- 
control in porents is the first essen- 
tinl to good discipline of the child; 
thal lack of self-control jn parents 
renders wise control of the child 
impossible; that, morcover, carec- 
fully-planned measures of restrain- 
Int the child wisely, beginning in 
his carly years, and with some dell- 
berate, selective spanking is neces- 
sary if needless anger— (with 
shricking and jawing) {s to be 
avolded and a family atmosphere of 
affection and security Is to be 
fuaranteed. Anyway, how can any 
parent who cannot control hersclf 
hope: to control the child well and 
win and deserve his genuine and 
lasting love? ° : ‘

REMOVING STAINS 


WOOD 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


| ee n spotty life at best for 
the: housewife who is alt the 
time getting after spots on 
clothing. and spots on furniture. 
Constant and many are the re- 
quests for suggestions. on the 
removal of spots on furniture 
and wood surfaces that come to 
this desk. : 4 

As’ with fabrics, there is the 
problem of a discolouration that 
has damaged that surface finish, if 
not the fibre Itself. In dealing with 
such on problem one must know 


something of the wood finish, the: 
kind of stain, and the best method 


of removing the spot without harm-° 


ing the finish, The noture of the 
wood itself is important chlefly in 
that soft porous woods like pine 
absorb stains more readily than do 
hardwoods like oak or maple, Hence 
it is important to prevent theso soft 
woods from staining. . 


STAIN REMOVAL 


Fortunately the removal of stains 
from woods is not nearly so exten- 
sive as with fabrics, There are 
fewer stains that attack the surface 
finish, Food stains, with the excep- 
tion of ocids, have no effect on paint 
or varnish, and can be wiped or 
washed from these surfaces, Any 
stain that has turpentine. or alcohol 
in its composition -will, of course, 
attack the wood and harm It. Any- 
thing spilled on wood should be 
wiped off at once, before it has tlma 
to penetrate or mar.

Unfortunately, this disorder docs 
not immediately call attentlon to 
itself, There fs some swelling on one 

* side of the neck, which may enlarge 
-untit ft is about the size of a walnut. 
But there js no. pain and it may be 
weeks. or months before the infce- 
tion brenks through ‘to the surface. 


Infected Milk

A LIGHT SPOT. 


A light spot may yield to rubbing. 
If not, rub with rottenstone and 
lemon ofl, using plenty of the latter 
to keep. tho rottenstone from scratch~ 
ing. Then polish with a clean 
cloth and clean oll. | Repeat the 
process if necessary. A stain that 
has penetrated to the bare wood 
must be refinished fn the same way, 
os a scratch (more later),

CIGARETTE BURN 


A burn on wood, as that on fabric, 
is usually a cigarette burn, Such a 
burn must be treated by a profes- 
sional. One's fire insurance: should 
cover tho cost if it includes house-~ 
hold furnishings, which ‘a good 
policy should, If it is just a heat 
mark or-o very slight char {it may 
be that furniture polish or a felty

Of course the Iymph glands in the 
neck may also enlarge as a result 
of cancer in the mouth, throat, and 
larynx or voicebox.

Thus, every enlargement of tho 
lymph glands calla for a careful 
study by a physician. It may be pos- 
sible to tell the cause merely by the 
type of enlargement and ascertain- 
ing. whether or not the glands are 
painful. In some few cases it may 
be necessary to remove a small bit 
of tissue from one of the glands and 
to examino it under the microscope 
jn order to make sure of the diag-

Berlin, Apr. 9.—Strong  re- 
ports were current in Berlin 
tonight that Marshal Voassili 
Sokolovaky, the Soviet Military 
Governor of Germany, had gone 


to’ Moscow for talks on the 
situation in Germany. 


It. 1s Impossible to obtain con- 
firmation or. denial of these reports 
from Sovict quarters, but it is 
known, that the Russian marshal ts 
not in Berlin. 

A British spokesman stated {t had 
‘been Impossible to dellver person- 
ally to Marshai Sokolovsky—since 
“he is not_in Berlln-—a letter from 
General Sir Brian Robertson, the 
British Military Governor,  an- 
nouncing that Britain had accepted 
the Russian proposals for a two- 
power inquiry into the alr crash 
between a Britlsh Viking airliner 
and a Russtan Yak fighter over 
Berlin last Monday. ‘ 


General Robertson's letter was a 
reply to Marshal Sokolovsky's Ictter 
of Wednesday, in which the British 
were blamed for the disaster. 


In view of the widely differing 
accounts of the crash {issued by the 
Russlan | and British’ authoritics, 
General Robertson suggested that 
separate reports be made if the 
British and Russlan experts fail to 
agree. 7 


Marshal Sokolovsky'’s letter of 
Wednesday. implied: that the. British 
had orlginally. asked fora quadri- 
partite inquiry, but neither of the 
Lritish notes to the Russians about 
the crash has yet been made public, 


Did Not Mako Clear 


General Robertson's Ictter did not 
make it clear whether the British 
will insist on written Sovict as- 
surances. of non-interference with 
British flights through the Berlin air 
corridor. ; . ; , 

General Robertson agreed to the 
proposal advanced by the Russtans 
that an Anglo-Russinn, rather than a 
quadripartite, board’ of inquiry 
should examine the causes of Mon- 
day's fatal aircrash, of which widely 
varying accounts have already been 
given by both the Russians and the 
British. .
